Ronald  Reagan 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Ronald  Reagan  won  the  White  House 
from  President  Carter  Tuesday  night  in  a  startling  landslide  that 
changed  the  face  of  American  government.  Carter  promised 
Reagan  his  “fullest  support  and  cooperation”  in  the  transition  to 
Republican  rule. 

“I  am  not  frightened  by  what  lies  ahead,”  said  the  president¬ 
elect,  “and  I  don’t  believe  the  American  people  are  frightened  by 
what  lies  ahead. 

“Together,  we’re  going  to  do  what  has  to  be  done,”  Reagan  told 
a  victory  rally  in  Los  Angeles.  “We’re  going  to  put  America  back 
to  work  again.” 

The  polls  were  still  open  in  the  West  when  Carter 
acknowledged  that  his  presidency  was  finished  —  an  hour  after 
telephoning  Reagan  in  Los  Angeles  to  congratulate  him.  on  his 
victory. 

“He  graciously  offered  his  cooperation  on  the  transition  and  I 
accepted  it,”  said  president-elect  Reagan,  the  conservative 
Republican  who  went  from  Hollywood  to  two  terms  as  governor  of 
California,  and  had  sought  the  presidency  twice  before. 

Four  Democratic  senators  fell  with  Carter  as  Republicans 
mounted  an  unexpectedly  strong  push  to  take  control  of  the 
Senate. 

“If  the  trend  continues,  we  may  very  well  control  one  house  of 
the  Congress  for  the  first  time  in  a  quarter  of  a  century,”  Reagan 
told  his  cheering  supporters  at  the  Century  Plaza  Hotel. 

Democrats  limped  toward  renewed  control  of  the  House,  but 
Republicans  stood  to  gain  more  than  20  seats  there. 

As  his  electoral  vote  total  soared,  Reagan  said  he  certainly 
hadn’t  looked  for  such  a  landslide.  “Listen,  I  was  happy  to  get 
RONALD  REAGAN  270,”  he  said.  That’s  what  it  took  to  win-.

Then,  in  the  hotel  ballroom,  before  his  partisans  and  the  televi¬ 
sion  cameras,  Reagan  said: 

“There  has  never  been  a  more  humbling  moment  in  my  life  ... 

Even  if  it  had  been  the  cliffhanger  we  were  all  expecting,  it  would 
have  been  the  same.  I  consider  the  trust  you  have  placed  in  me 
sacred,  and  I  will  do  my  utmost  to  justify  your  faith.” 

A  cliffhanger  it  was  not.  Reagan’s  margin  rivaled  history’s 
great  landslides,  those  of  Richard  M.  Nixon  in  1972,  Lyndon  B. 

Johnson  in  1964  and  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  in  1936. 

So  ended  the  longest  campaign,  in  an  electoral  vote  runaway 
that  belied  the  forecasts  of  the  president  and  the  pollsters  that  it 
would  be  close.  It  never  was,  from  the  moment  the  first  polls 
closed. 

With  63  percent  of  the  nation’s  precincts  counted,  Reagan  was 
gaining  50  percent  of  the  vote,  Carter  43  percent,  independent 
John  B.  Anderson  6  percent. 

President-elect  Reagan  said  Tuesday  he  wants  to  “try  and  tap 
the  great  American  spirit  that  opened  up  this  completely  un¬ 
developed  continent  from  coast  to  coast  and  made  it  a  great  na¬ 
tion. 

After  remaining  at  his  home  most  of  the  day,  Reagan  went  to 
the  hotel  where  he  watched  the  returns  that  showed  his  unexpec¬ 
ted  landslide,  He  then  talked  to  the  happy  crowd. 

As  he  left  his  home  to  go  to  dinner  early  in  the  evening,  he 
received  the  telephone  call  he  wanted:  a  concession  from  Presi¬ 
dent  Carter. 

Reagan  was  also  called  by  Sen.  Edward  M.  Kennedy,  D-Mass., 
and  told  an  aide  later  that  Kennedy  said  he  was  looking  forward 
to1  working  with  Reagan,  although  they  had  some  obvious  dif¬ 
ferences  on  policy.  GEORGE  BUSH

aymond  Hixson,  a  Salt  Lake  City 
inessman  and  member  of  the  Utah 
Lli  istitutional  Revision  Commission, 
aH  osed  the  proposals.  He  said  they 
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were  defeated  because  voters  realized 
Utah  could  not  afford  them. 

“People  realized  that  the  tax  burden 
in  Utah  is  not  oppressive,”  Hixson 
said.  “They  realized  these  proposals 
would  restrict  the  state’s  budget  and 
create  a  wider  deficit.  They  were  con¬ 
cerned  that  schools  would  be  hurt.” 

Hixson  said  the  next  state 
legislature  would  propose  new  tax 
limitations.

“It’s  the  only  win  we’ve  got  this 
year,”  said  one  staunch  Democratic 
supporter,  “so  we’d  better  savor  it.” 

Without  Gov.  Scott  Matheson’s 
narrow  victory  over  challenger  Bob 
Wright,  Utah  Democrats  would  have 
very  little  to  savor. 

Matheson  was  the  only  Democrat 
running  for  a  top  state  office  who  ap¬ 
peared  almost  certain  of  victory. 

As  late  as  Sunday,  the  media  polls 
showed  incumbent  governor  leading  by 
a  margin  of  60.  percent  to  30. percent. 
When  the  voting  booths  closed  Tues¬ 
day,  Matheson  slipped  substantially. 

Despite  predictions  of  another 
Matheson  win  by  polling  firms,  Wright 
was  unwilling  to  concede  the  race  after 
preliminary  returns  were  in. 

Matheson  left  the  Salt  Lake  City 
Democratic  convention^  never 
acknowledging  a  clear-cut  victory,  but 
said,  “on  the  the  basis  of  the  projec¬ 
tions  I  feel  very  comfortable.  It  hasn’t 
been  a  great  year  for  Democrats.” 

Matheson’s  campaign  manager  and 
son,  Scott,  said  he  would  accept  the 
win  in  behalf  of  his  father. 

“A  win  is  a  win,”  Scott  junior  said. 
“There  was  no  question  about  it, 
though,  we  were  nervous.  But  I’d  be 
happy  with  the  win  even  if  it  were  just 
50  plus  one  percent.” 

Matheson  said  Utahns  could  expect 
his  positions  and  methods  to  remain 
the  same. 


“I  will  continue  to  do  what  I  have 
done  for  the  last  four  years  —  I’m  too 
old  to  chqnge,”  he  said. 

Matheson  campaigned  on  his  record 
as  a  spokesman  for  Utah  against  the 
Carter  administration.  He  also 
claimed  that  he  was  the  Only  one  with 
a  plan  to  deal  with  the  massive 'growth 
expected  in  the  next  decade. 

Utah  is  expected  to  have  tremen¬ 
dous  growth  because  of  synthetic  fuel 
development  in  the  eastern  part  of  the 
state  and  construction  of  the  MX  mis¬ 
sile  system  in  the  western  portion. 
Coal-fired  power  plants  and  expanded 
coal  mining  operations  are  also 
forecast. 

Wright  campaigned  on  what  he  con¬ 
sidered  the  financial  shortcomings  of 
the  Matheson  administration.  He 
criticized  the  Department  of  Finance, 
run  by  a  Matheson  appointee,  for 
allegedly  providing  bad  fiscal  informa¬ 
tion  about  the  state  to  the  Board  of  Ex¬ 
aminers  and  the  Legislature. 

Wright  also  opposed  Matheson  for 
his  support  of  the  Equal  Rights  Am- 
mendment  and  abortion.  Matheson, 
an  ERA  supporter,  claimed  that  the 
ERA  was  not  an  issue  in  the  state 
because  the  state’s  legislature  voted 
not  to  ratify  the  ammendment.  The 
governor  says  he  opposes  abortion  on 
demand,  but  supports  abortion  in 
cases  where  the  mother  is  in  danger 
and  in  cases  of  rape  or  incest. 

Matheson  attributed  some  of 
Wright’s  strong  showing  to  the 
“massive  Republican  sweep” 
throughout  the  nation. 


Hansen  scores  upset  over  McKay

In  an  upset  victory  over  incumbent 
Gunn  McKay,  Republican  Jim  Han¬ 
sen  led  what  could  be  termed  a 
Republican  landside  in  Utah.

Following  his  loss  to  Hansen,  Mckay 
had  nothing  but  good  to  say  about  his 
years  in  office  and  his  staff.  Hansen 
would  be  in  the  minority  in  the  House, 
according  to  McKay.  “It’s  no  disgrace 
to  him,  but  we  would  lose  the  power  in 
the  House. 

“I  don’t  know  what  effect  it  (anti- 
McKay  pamphlets)  may  or  may  not 
have  had  on  the  campaign.  It  was  an 
attack  on  our  integrity,  and  that 
bothers  me,”  McKay  said.  “I  am  very

“Six  months  ago,  there  wouldn’t  have  been  any 
question.  Money  is  popular  and  represents  the  areals 
interests,  such  as  agriculture,”  said  Howard  C. 
Nielson,  Utah  County  Republican  Party  chairman. 

Nielson  said  County  Commission  winners  Jeril  B. 
Wilson  and  Keith  Richan  also  glided  on  the 
Republican  sweep,  obtaining  margins  of  more  than 
26,000  over  their  Democratic  opponents. 

Richan  won  the  four-year  seat,  Wilson  the  two- 

y  The  only  contests  which  swayed  back  and  forth 
were  the  Taylor-Phelps  and  the  Money-Bates  races. 
Otherwise,  Republicans  jumped  to  quick  leads,  caus¬ 
ing  Democratic  candidates  to  concede  defeat  early  in 
the  evening. 

Rep.  LeRay  McAllister,  R-Orem,  jumped  to  a 
ouick  lead  over  challenger  Donna  Dalton,  winning  by 
a  two-to-one  margin.  The  same  was  true  of  Paul 

Rogers,  R-Orem,  who  defeated  GeorgeGardner  by  a 

76  to  24  margin,  and  Richard  L.  Maxfield,  who  beat 
Wanda  Scott  68  to  32  percent. 


The  race  between  Rep.  Neal  B.  Evans,  R-American 
Fork,  and  J.B.  Cooper  was  a  bit  closer,  Evans  winn¬ 
ing  4,438  to  3,589.  Likewise,  Republican  Don  Strong 
of  Springville  defeated  LaMar  Crandall  by  13  per¬ 
cent. 

The  upset  of  the  county  election  was  Anderson’s 
defeat  of  Leavitt.  A  moderate  Democrat,  Leavitt 
“should  have  won”  his  sixth  term,  Nielson  said.  The 
Republican  chairman  said  Leavitt’s  downfall  was 
possibly  caused  by  his  “weakness  in  fiscal  matters” 
and  his  being  accused  of  having  a  special  iiiterest  in 
education. 

Although  county  Democrats  took  the  losses  with  an 
air  of.  surprise  and  disappointment,  county 
chairwoman  Nancy  Kader  said  she  was  pleased  with 
the  types  of  candidates  the  party  ran  this  year.  “We 
had  a  very  respectable,  highly  thought-of  group  of 
candidates.  We’re  really  pleased  with  our  recruit¬ 
ments  ...  We  feel  they  represent  us  well,  make  us  look 
good  as  Democrats.” 

Mrs.  Kader  said  it  is  tough  “to  get  people  like  that. 

When  you  feel  like  you  are  going  to  lose  in  a 
Republican  district,  you  sometimes  hesitate  to  put 
yourself  pn  the  line.  So  I’m  delighted  at  the  types  of  keep  in  mind  when  you  start  that 


transition  pleasant  and  pleasing. 

“It’s  an  honor  to  have  served,”  he 
said.  “Thanks  to  the  people  of  the 
state  of  Utah  for  the  great  honor  we’ve 
had  in  serving  them.” 

Sen.  Jake  Garn  was  returned  to  of¬ 
fice,  defeating  Democrat  Dan  Berman. 

“I’m  overwhelmed  with  the  size  of 
the  victory,”  Gam  said.  “I’m  very 
pleased  that  my  work  over  the  past  six 
years  has  been  accepted  by  the  people 
of  this  state.” 

Rumors  flew  throughout  the  evening 
of  celebration  at  the  Little  America 
Hotel  in  Salt  Lake  City  that  Garn  may 
be  one  of  President-elect  Ronald 
Reagan’s  top  cabinet  choices.  “I’ve 
heard  rumors  that  Reagan  may  choose 
me  for  another  position,  but  I’ve  been 
selected  by  the  people  of  Utah  to  serve 
another  six  years  as  senator,”  he  said. 
“I  feel  I  can  more  effectively  help  the 
Reagan  administration  in  the  Senate 
than  I  could  as  a  cabinet  member.” 

Berman*  the  loser  in  the  senatorial 
race  said,  “The  Republicans  have  won 
a  tremendous  victory  tonight.  If  they 
do  a  great  job,  they’ll  be  in  there  for  a 
long  time;  if  they  don’t  they’ll  hear 
from  us  immediately.” 

Rep.  Dan  Marriott  also  had  an 
overwhelming  victory  over  Democratic 
challenger  Art  Monson.  “No  other 
Republican  has  won  with  as  high  a  per¬ 
centage,”  he  said. 

With  a  Republican  winning  the 
presidential  office  and  other 
Republicans  winning  congressional  of¬ 
fices,  “We  are  no  longer  the  loyal  op¬ 
position,  we’re  going  to  start  making 
legislation  and  changing  history,” 
Marriott  said. 

“We  want  to  make  sure  that  we 
don’t  let  down  on  the  mandate  we’ve 
been,  given  and  that  we  do  what  the 
people  expect,”  Lt.  Gov.  David  Mon¬ 
son  said. 

Moroni  Jensen,  Monson’s 
challenger,  said,  “Well,  the  goal  we  set 
was  not  accomplished.  You’ve  got  to

Other  offices  that  the  Republicans 
won  included  David  Wilkinson  as  at¬ 
torney  general,  Val  Oveson  as  auditor, 
and  Ed  Alter  as  treasurer. 

The  one  blemish  at  the  celebration 
was  the  defeat  of  Bob  Wright  for  gover¬ 
nor.  Wright  was  not  discouraged, 
however. 

“I’m  going  to  be  the  next  governor,” 
he  said.  “If  not  in  this  election,  then  in 
the  next  one. 

“When  I  started  the  race  I  knew  I 
was  facing  the  toughest  candidate  for 
any  position  in  the  state,  but  we’re 
winners  tonight  because  of  the  progress 
we  made,”  Wright  said.  “I’ve  learned 
from  this  experience.  It  has  been  good 
for  us  and  I  hope  it  has  been  good  for 
Utah.”  ’ 

Bill  Stevenson,  Utah  State 
Republican  chairman,  referred  to 
Wright  as  the  man  with  the  nerve  to 
“run  against  Mount  Matterhorn.” 

When  it  was  announced  that  Presi¬ 
dent  Jimmy  Carter  was  preparing  to 
concede  the  race  to  Reagan,  the  crowd 
of  Republican  supporters  at  the  Little 
America  hotel  became  ecstatic. 

“It’s  time  to  order  the  champagne,” 
said  one  stalwart  Republican. 

As  news  of  the  election  results  from 
other  states  was  announced  over  televi¬ 
sion  sets  spread  throughout  the  ban¬ 
quet  room,  the  excitement  spread. 
“We  are  winning  seats  like  I  can  t 
believe,”  Sen.  Orrin  Hatch  said. 

Howard  Ruff,  author  and  radio  per¬ 
sonality,  who  has  actively  supported 
nine  Republicans  involved  in 
senatorial  races  and  30  in  house  races, 
was  at  the  celebration,  “to  celebrate 
with  everyone  else.” 

“I’ve  been  up  to  my  neck  in  cam-, 
paigns  and  I’m  here  to  see  the  results, 
he  said.

Israel  blocks  cult's  residence 


Cut  ii  Cried 


JERUSALEM  (AP)  —  Israel’s  interior  minister  on 
Tuesday  rejected  a  plan  to  legalize  the  residence  in 
Israel  of  about  1,500  black  Americans  belonging  to  a 
Peoples  Temple-like  cult  and  said  the  government 
would  “try  to  convince  them”  to  leave. 

The  black  Hebrews,  who  began  moving  to  Israel  12 
years  ago  claiming  they  were  direct  descendants  of 
the  ancient  Israelites,  live  in  packed  housing  blocks 
in  several  southern  Israeli  towns. 

“I  believe  we  have  to  explain  to  them  they  are  liv¬ 
ing  in  absolute  danger  that  the  innocent  ones  could 
be  exploited  as  was  the  case  in  the  famous  Jonestown 
in  Guayana,”  Interior  Minister  Yosef  Burg  told  Israel 
Radio. 

A  parliamentary  commission  recommended  that 
the  black  Hebrews  be  permitted  to  set  up  an 
agricultural  settlement  in  the  Negev  Desert  and  ap-, 
ply  for  ’citizenship  after  five  years. 


In  a  speech  to  the  Knesset,  the  Israeli  Parliament, 
Burg  rejected  the  proposal,  saying  the  cult  had  cir¬ 
culated  anti-Israeli  propaganda  in  the  United  States 
and  was  dangerously  unstable.

Iraq  offers  to  withdraw  its  troops 


BAGHDAD,  Iraq  (AP)  —  President  Saddam 
Hussein  today  offered  to  withdraw  Iraqi  troops  from 
Iranian  territory  immediately  if  Iran  “recognizes  the 
rights”  of  Iraq,  the  Iraqi  government  news  agency 
reported. 

Those  “rights”  are  believed  to  include  Iraq’s  de¬ 
mand  for  full  control  of  the  disputed  Shatt  al-Arab 
waterway,  and  possibly  other  territorial  claims. 
Iran’s  revolutionary  government  has  refused  to  con¬ 
sider  any  of  these  claims. 

Th£  Iranians  have  said  Iraq  must  withdraw  its 
troops  from  Iranian  territory  before  any  cease-fire  or 
negotiations  can  take  place.

The  Iraqi  News  Agency  said  Hussein  made  the  of¬ 
fer  in  a  “historic”  speech  before  Iraq’s  National 


Assembly,  in  the  44th  day  of  the  war  with  neighbor¬ 
ing  Iran. 

On  the  battlefront,  the  Iraqis  claimed  today  that 
an  Iranian  brigade  was  “massacred”  while  trying  to 
break  out  through  the  Iraqi  siege  of  the  Iranian 
refinery  city  of  Abadan.  There  was  no  immediate 
confirmation  of  the  report.  If  a  full-strength  brigade 
was  wiped  out,  the  casualty  toll  could  be  the  highest 
yet  for  a  single  encounter  in  the  war. 

Hussein  said  the  Iraqi  army,  which  has  seized  a 
large  chunk  of  Iran’s  oil-rich  southwestern  province 
of  Khuzistan  and  has  several  Iranian  cities  under  at¬ 
tack,  “is  moving  according  to  a  plan  aiming  to  com¬

Congressmen  indicted  in  Abscam 
battle  for  jobs  during  U.S.  election 


WASHINGTON  (AP) 
—  Two  of  the  five  con¬ 
gressmen  indicted  on 
Abscam  charges  took 
leads  in  early  election 
returns  Tuesday  night, 
one  was  in  a  see-saw  bat¬ 
tle,  and  a  veteran  former 
House  committee  chair¬ 
man  was  losing. 

Rep.  Michael  Myers, 
D-Pa.,  convicted  of  the 
bribery  charges  in  the 
FBI’s  Abscam  investiga¬ 
tion  and  later  expelled 
from  the  House,  took  a 
narrow  lead  in  early 
returns. 


Rep.  John  Jenrette, 
D-S.C.,  also  convicted  of 
taking  an  Abscam  bribe, 
was  in  a  tight  battle, 
trailing  and  later 
leading. 

Rep.  Frank 

Thompson,  D-N.J.,  a 
24-year  House  veteran, 
was  losing.  Thompson 
stepped  aside  as  chair¬ 
man  of  the  House  Ad¬ 
ministration  Committee 
after  he  was  indicted  on 
charges  of  bribery  ..and 
conspiracy  in  Abscam. 

Returns  were  slow 
coming  on  Rep.  John 


Murphy,  D-N.Y.,  who 
was  indicted  with 
Thompson  and  who 
stepped  aside  as  chair¬ 
man  of  the  House 
Merchant  Marine  Com¬ 
mittee. 

Rep.  Raymond  F. 
Lederer,  D-Pa.,  the  fifth 
House  member  indicted 
on  Abscam  bribery 
charges  but  not  yet 
tried,  took  a  decisive 
three-to-one  lead  in  the 
early  returns. 

Rep.  John  Murtha,  D- 
Pa.,  who  was  implicated 
in  the  Abscam  investiga¬ 
tion  but  never  charged 
with  wrongdoing,  was 
also  winning. 

Abscam  was  an  FBI 
investigation  of  political 
corruption  in  which  FBI 
agents  posed  as  wealthy 
Arab  businessmen  will¬ 
ing  to  pay  bribes  in  ex¬ 
change  for  private  im¬ 
migration  legislation. 

Two  Republicans  ac¬ 
cused  of  immoral  con¬ 
duct  also  sought  re- 
election  Tuesday. 

Rep.  Robert  E. 
Bauman,  R-Md.,  who 
admitted  to  having 
homosexual  tendencies 
but  who  pleaded  inno¬ 
cent  to  a  charge  of 
soliciting  sex  with  a 
teenage  boy,  was  losing 
after  leading  in  the  first 
returns. 

There  were  no  early 
returns  on  the  re- 
election  bid  of  Rep.  Jon 
Hinson,  R-Miss.,  who 
said  he  was  falsely  ac¬ 
cused  of  an  “obscene 
act”  in  a  homosexual 
area  of  Washington.

In  the  preliminary 
round  held  Friday  even¬ 
ing  at  the  new  Leo 
Ellsworth  Livestock 
building,  Carla 
Sherwood,  a  freshman 
from  Nephi  majoring  in 
nursing,  said,  “Plucking^ 
the  eyelashes  is  just  part 
of  getting  the  horse 
ready  for  a  show.  Horse 
shows  are  like  anything 
else,  they  have  different 
'  styles  from  year  to 
year.” 

Miss  Sherwood  who 
has  shown  horses  for 
several  years  said  she 
spent  10-12  hours  a  week 
training  and  grooming 
her  horse  for  the  show.

Runningback  Scott  Phillips  headed 
a  list  of  eight  Cougar  gridders  pointed 
out  by  BYU  coaches  for  outstanding 
play  in  the  record-setting  83-7 
thrashing  of  Texas-El  Paso. 

Phillips,  who  is  possibly  the  fastest 
man  on  the  squad,,  rushed  only  once  in' 
the  game  for  11  yards.  But  the 
Springville,  Utah,  native  snagged  10 
passes  during  the  afternoon  for  152 
yards  and  two  touchdowns.  It  was  the 
fourth  game  this  season  Phillips  has 
been  honored  for  his  play. 

Opening  holes  and  providing  protec¬ 
tion  for  the  Cougar  backs  were  Bart 
Oates  and  Nick  Eyre.  The  co¬ 
recipients  of  the  offensive  lineman 
award  teamed  with  the  rest  of  the  BYU 
trenchmen  to  repeatedly  repel  the 
Miner  defensive  surge  throughout  the 
;ame,  allowing  the  Cougar  quarter- 
jacks  to  be  sacked  only  twice. 

The  quarterback-receiver  award 
went  to  senior  Lloyd  Jones,  a  6-4,  187- 
pound  speedster  who  caught  four 
passes  for  117  yards,  including  a  45- 


yard  bomb  that  went  for  a  touchdown. 

Defensively,  the  Cougars  were  lecl  by 
linebacker  Glen  Redd,  who  gathered  18 
defensive  points  on  seven  assisted 
tackles  and  three  unassisted  tackles. 
On  the  way  to  his  third  award  this 
season,  he  also  deflected  ope  pass  and 
had  one  quarterback  sack. 

In'  the  defensive  backfield,  Tom 
Holmoe  was  honored  for  his  three 
assisted  tackles,  three  unassisted 
tackles  and  a  pass  interception. 

Glen  Titensor,  the  only  senior  on  the 
Cougar  defensive  line,  earned  his  third 
coaches’  award  of  the  year.  He  finished 
the  game  with  two  assisted  tackles,  one 
unassisted  tackle  and  two  quarterback 
hurries. 

The  “Whooze  Nuts”  award,  which 
goes  to  the  player  who  performs  excep¬ 
tionally  well  on  special  teams,  was 
awarded  to  Mike  Lacey  for  the  second 
time  this  season.

Steve  Carlton,  the 
brilliant  left-hander  who 
led  the  Philadelphia 
Phillies  to  baseball’s 
world  championship  this 
year,  was  named  winner 
of  the  National  League 
Cy  Young  award  for  a 
record-tying  third  time 
Tuesday. 

Carlton  was  voted  the 
honor  by  a  Baseball 
Writers  Association  of 
America  panel  and 
joined  Tom  Seaver  and 
Sandy  Foufax  as  the 
only  three-time  winners 
of  the  coveted  award 
which  goes  to  the 
league’s  best  pitcher. 

Carlton  polled  118 
points,  with  23  of  24 
first-place  votes  and  one 
second-place  vote.  Jerry 
Reuss  of  the  Los  Angeles 
Dodgers  got  the  other 
first-place  vote  and 
wound  up  second  with 
55  points. 

Jim  Bibby  of  the 
Pittsburgh  Pirates  was 
third  with  28,  followed 
by  Joe  Niekro  of  the 
•  Houston  Astros  with  11 
and  Tug  McGraw  of 
Philadelphia,  Steve 
Rogers  of  the  Montreal 
Expos,  Joe  Sambito  of 
Houston  and  Mario  Soto 
of  the  Cincinnati  Reds 
with  one  point  apiece. 

The  overpowering 
Phillie  southpaw  posted 
a  record  of  24-9  with  a 
2.34  earned  run  average 
during  the  regular 
season,  leading  the  ma¬ 
jors  with  286  strikeouts. 
He  was  the  winning 
pitcher  in  the  opening 
game  of  the  National 
League  Championship 
Series  against  Houston 
and  also  won  the  second 
and  sixth  games  of  the 
World  Series  against 
Kansas  City. 

Carlton,  who 
previously  won  the 
award  in  1972  and  1977, 
was  the  Phillies’  stop¬ 
per,  a  man  Manager 
Dallas  Green  always 
could  depend  on  for  a  , 
solid  performance  when 
his  team  needed  it  most.

Birch  said  the 
city  may  receive  a  slight 
reimbursement  because 
the  approved  bid  was 
less  than  the  estimated 
cost  of  $78,451.

Symms  stopped  just  short  of  claiming  vic¬ 
tory,  and  Church  refused  to  concede  defeat, 
saying  he  had  swum  upstream  all  year  and 
wouldn’t  quit  so  “close  to  the  spawning 
grounds.” 

Church  said  he  would  go  to  bed  and  wake  in 
the  morning  to  learn  who  had  won  the  race  “in 
the  tradition  of  Harry  Truman.”  He  noted  that 
Symms’  lead  had  shrunk  steadily  from  57-42  to 
51-48  percent. 

All  three  television  networks  declared 
Symms  the  victor  early  in  the  evening,  but 
Church  delayed  conceding  defeat,  claiming 
there  was  still  hope  because  the  vote  from 
heavily  Democratic  Pocatello  hadn’t  been 
reported. 

Symms’  aides  said  Symms  wouldn’t  claim 
victory  until  Church  conceded. 

In  other  Idaho  races,  Democrats’  high  hopes 
of  capturing  control  of  the  Idaho  Senate  ap¬ 
parently  have  gone  down  the  drain  with  the 
nationwide  Republican  landslide. 

Although  many  of  the  races  hadn’t  been 
completely  tabulated  by  midnight,  it  appeared 
that  if  present  trends  continue  Republicans 
would  control  the  Senate  by  a  26-to-9  margin 
—  far  better  than  the  l9-tor16  edge  they  held  in 
the  1980  Senate. 


House,  Republicans  will  have  a  “veto  proof” 
Legislature  —  one  capable  of  overriding  any  of 
Democratic  Gov.  John  V.  Evans’  vetoes  by  a 
two-thirds  margin. 

Democrat  incumbents  who  were  defeated  in¬ 
cluded  Sens.

Iranians  mark  anniversary 
of  U.S.  embassy  takeover

Tens  of  thousands  of 
Iranians  rallied  at  the 
U.S.  Embassy  in  Tehran 
on  Tuesday,  marking 
the  first  anniversary  of 
its  capture  with  celebra¬ 
tion,  revolutionary 
rhetoric  and  flaming  ef¬ 
figies  of  the  man  whose 
future  was  being  decided 
by  American  voters. 

The  Iranian  Foreign 
Ministry,  meanwhile, 
pressed  the  Carter  ad¬ 
ministration  for  a  quick, 
public  response  to  its 
conditions  for  release  of 
the  52  U.S.  hostages, 
now  beginning  their 
second  year  in  captivity. 
U.S.  officials  have  said 
the  conditions  will  be 
studied  carefully  before 
a  response  is  made. 
They  have  warned 
against  expectations  of  a 
quick  solution. 

The  demonstrators 
shouted  “Death  to 
American  Imperialism” 
and  carried  placards 
reading  “Shame  on  Car¬ 
ter.”  Papier-mache  ren¬ 
derings  of  the  U.S.  presi¬ 
dent  were  set  ablaze  un¬ 
der  sunny  skies  and 
brightly-colored  banners 
denouncing  the  United 
States. 

The  demonstrators  in¬ 
cluded  Iranian  troops 
and  revolutionary 
guards,  many  carrying

Iran 
claims  it  scattered  them 
around  the  country 
following  an  aborted 
U.S.  rescue  attempt 
April  25.  Recent  reports, 
however,  say  most  are 
now  at  the  embassy. 
Three  of  the  hostages 
have  been  in  the  custody 
of  the  Iranian  Foreign 
Ministry  since  the  Nov.
